speech Sunday night, Thieu told i 
a 
news 
conference that only; 
more troops can hasten the end 
of the war. He also said if the 
United States withdraws from 
Vietnam, “they will be avoiding 
their responsibility and desert­ 
ing the free world.” 
But when asked by what date 
he thought the United States 
could begin to withdraw. Thieu 
replied: “ If the United States 
requests a 
withdrawal of its 
troops, we can agree to a grad­ 
ual withdrawal beginning by the 
end of 1968. Of course, we will 
never ask tile United States to 
go home, but if the U.S. govern­ 
ment scants it, we can begin to 
relieve some American troops 
with our new effort to mobiliza­ 
tion.” 
Thieu recently announced the 
South Vietnamese armed forces 
would be increased 135.000 men 
by the middle of the year and 
said general mobilization would 
be necessai’y after that. 
Although an aide said earlier 
that Thieu had accepted Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s invitation to visit 
the United States. Diieu said 
the invitation was still under 
consideration.

Publications, Inc., and The Bat- 
Ue Creek Enquirer and News 
and against Floyd Bloss, owner 
of the Eatown Theater in Battle 
Creek. 
Bloss had c o n t e n d e d that 
the 
newspaper 
discriminated 
against him in refusing to ac­ 
cept advertising for his theatre. 
“The business of publishing a 
newspaper is a strictly private 
enterprise 
and 
the 
publisher 
thereof is under no obligation to 
; sell advertising to all who would 
j buy it,” said the Supreme Court 
ruling. 
Adams Dissents 
Associate Justice Paul Adams 
submitted a dissenting opinion 
saying there should be a trial 
on the merits of the case rather 
than a summary judgment by 
the 
Calhoun 
County 
Circuit 
Court. 
“I cannot agree to the sweep­ 
ing proposition that a newspa­ 
per is a purely private business 
and. 
therefore, 
free 
to con­ 
tract with and do business with 
whomsoever 
the 
publishers 
thereof see fit, and conversely, 
hee to refuse to contract with 
and do business with any parties 
they chose to reject,” 
Adams 
said. 
“Certainly our decision should 
not be so broadly stated as to 
preclude future plaintiffs — po­ 
litical candidates, commercial 
enterprises, governmental units; 


—from the right to insist upon 
access to newspaper coverage 
upon equal terms where a news­ 
paper controls the sole means of 
daily paid printed communica­ 
tion within a given area and the 
newspaper has held itself out 
generally to the public as af­ 
fording such means of commun­ 
ication, subject to its rules and 
regulations.” 
Racks Township Action 
In another opinion involving 
Bloss, the Supreme Court up­ 
held the Kent County Circuit 
Court in a ruling that Paris 
Township had the right to re­ 
voke his license to operate the 
Stardust Drive-in Theater. 
The lower court had held the 
theater was a public nuisance 
because children were able to 
see the adult films shown at the 
theatre from nearby back yards 
and streets. 
“The pictures, as indicated by 
the record, dwelt on the sub­ 
jects of sex and human ana­ 
tomy,” the Supreme Court said. 
“Plaintiff admitted on the wit­ 
ness stand and proclaimed in 
his newspaper advertising that) 


the moving pictures shown were 
not fit to be seen by children 
under 18 years of age. 
Souris Objects 
“It is our judgment,” the 
court said “that the foisting off 
of a display of pictures not fit 
for children to see onto places 
within their 
view 
on 
public 
streets, on residential properties 
and in private homes, without 
the consent of the property own­ 
ers and the parents, is a public 
nuisance.” 
Chief Justice John Dethmers 
wrote the prevailing opinion. 
Associate 
Justice 
Theodore 
Souris dissented, .saying the rul­ 
ing of the lower court was “so 
broad that it bans totally the 
operation of a legitimate busi­ 
ness even if conducted in such 
a manner that no nuisance is 
committed.”

(Congress has appropriated a billion dollars to fi­ 
nance economic development in the depressed Appala­ 
chia area of the southeastern United States. Other areas 
"asked some of the same. The Upper Great Lakes States 
Region was created by Congress to help this northern 
area jack up its economy with federal and state spend­ 
ing to stimulate private enterprise. There are now six 
such development regions in the United States.)

The Northern Lake States, as Tom Francis points 
but, are very dissimilar from impoverished Appalachia, 
or the Ozarks. Our people are most like those of New 
England—literate, industrious, but lacking in employ­ 
ment opportunities and living in sluggish ecoiu my while 
most of the rest of the nation is rolling along in indus­ 
trial expansion and social affluence. Ours are not the 
problems of the hill people of the South, unschooled, 
backward, unrelated to the areas that are economically 
progressive. 
Tn the first go-around last year in the Upper Great 
I-akes Region an “inventory of needs” was compiled by 
the three states. It toted more than a billion dollars. It 
was whittled down to an early priority program that 
totals $203 million. The highway departments, “the na­ 
tural resource guys.” the conservation departments and 
other agencies that operate by plan were in quickly with 
statements of their needs. These are now under study 
in refinement of a program looking toward eventual fed­ 
eral financing of action.

In the first go at the problems, says Francis “edu­ 
cation sort of dropped through the slats.” and his most 
recent visit to the U.P. was to remedy this def .ciency. 
Educator of our three states are not without needs, 
of course, nor without the stuff that plans are made of, 
being a mixture of needs and what hopes there are to 
meet them. The hangup in the case of the Development 
Region has been its new’ three-state dimension and the 
lack of coordination between the three state departments 
of education and the Regional Commission. 
This is now being remedied, but there’s still no 
money in sight and the realistic view on its availability 
is a couple years hence. Still it is suggested that the 
three states should have a plan ready for funding when 
and if Congress appropriates funds. (An end of the war 
in Vietnam, for instance, could change tile prospect over­ 
night)

The partnership of the federal and state govern­ 
ments in economic development is not a new concept, 
but the development region is new. It would erase state 
lines in an effort to get more money flowing in varied 
activities. The federal funds are intended to stimulate 
private investment, not substitute for it. They would be 
phased out after getting the game started. 
The Development Region is a chief hope of acceler­ 
ating highway construction in the Northern Lake States. 
It could introduce a developmental factor into the allo­ 
cation of such funds and make the federal government 
bear a much heavier part of the cost (70 per cent instead 
of 50) than it does in normal aid to the states. At 
present the states build highways where most of the 
traffic is. not where they’re needed for economic stimu­ 
lation. This myopia leaves areas like the Upper Peninsula 
with 1935 roads and 1968 traffic, or the braver parts of 
it that we can attract away from the freeways.

(NEA I — Cautiously and pa­ 
tiently. Gunnar V. Jarring, the 
United Nation s able trouble­ 
shooter in the Middle East, is 
preparing the ground for an 
Arab-Israel

He still has many hurdles to 
clear. Wounds of the June war 
are still fresh. 
But 
Jarring 
seems to believe that Egypt’s 
President Nasser and Jordan’s 
King Hussein are ready to go 
to the conference table with 
Israel for “preliminary” nego­ 
tiations. 
The war of words, of course, 
will continue unabated. To ap­ 
pease Arab extremist-natloc­ 
alists and pro-Russian Com­ 
munists, 
Nasser and Hussein 
are even expected to step up 
their public attacks on Israel. 
But 
behind 
the 
scenes, 
at 
least, new political winds arc 
blowing across the Middle E-st 
sands. 
The reason for this is only 
partly due to the fact that 
since the defeat of the Arabs 
in June Israel holds the mili­ 
tary cards. 
More important is Nassar’s 
and Hussein’s belated realiza­ 
tion 
that 
Moscow’s 
military 
and economic aid means even­ 
tual 
pol ideal 
domination 
by 
the Soviet Union, 
Communist 
Russia is, after all. not demo­ 
crats* America which offers aid 
with no strings attached. 


This was indicated, however 
cautiously, by Dr. Mohammed 


Heykal, Nasser’s trusted friend 
and unofficial spokesman. 
In a recent article primed in

Heykal. in effect, warned Mos­ 
cow to apply the brakes to its 
present military training effort 
in Egypt which is said to in­ 
volve about 3,(HK) Russian offi­ 
cers and technical experts.

would “never become the high­ 
est state authority m Egypt.** 
Belyayev, the Cairo corre­ 
spondent of the Soviet Pravda, 
complained in an article print­ 
ed the same day as Heykal’s 
that 
Egypt’s 
policy 
“is

from easy to follow.” 
After Israel’s victory in June 
even Jordan’s 
pro-American 
King Hussein 
threatened 
to 
turn to Russia for military aid. 
However, he soon discovered— 
as did Yugoslavia, 
Romania, 
'astro’s Cuba and Kenya—that 
in order to get Soviet help he 
would have to become a Krem­ 
lin puppet. 
Now’ it is Nassar’s turn to 
learn the hard way. 
There is little doubt that the 
recent bloody riots and anti- 
Nasser demonstrations by the 
Eg yptian leftists, students and 
workers, were inspired and di­ 
rected by Khaled B edash. He 
is Moscow’s top agent in the 
Middle East and the real pow­

of the fighting. I hope this is a 
speech that is never delivered.” 
The former vice president, in 
the city for the day, made his 
remarks in a prepared state-1 
ment and in a subsequent televi­ 
sion interview with CBS News. 
Today he returns to Wisconsin 
for the prim ary with a stopover 
enroute in Cincinnati where he 
planned a news conference.
